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Ldolf Hitler has given tho following order to the Chicf of Staff, Lutzo: 


In ippointing you today as Chief of Staff of the Si, I expect you to interest 
yoursclf in 2 nunber of tasks, which I will give you horowith: 

le I oxpoct from tho Si loader as well as fron tho Si man blind obc- 
dionec and unconditional disciplinc. 


20 I demand that cvery Sh leader as well as every political le 
that his action and his behavior has to bo cxemplary for his or; 
yos, even for our total following. 
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3. I demand that Sj, leaders = as well as political loaders = who are guilty 
of incorrect bchavior in public, be removed u besser fron tho party and 
the Si. 


I demand especially from the Si loader that he be a model of simplicity‏ وبا 
and not a spendthrift, I do not want an S, leadcr to give cxpensive dinners‏ 
or to participate in such. One did not invite us formerly, and we have no‏ 
bvsincss there nov, lillions of our follow citizcns have not oven today the‏ 
bovcst nccessitics of lifo; they arc not onvious of thos- who oro nore fors‏ 
tuiatc, but it is umvorthy of a national socialist to increase tlic distance‏ 
Dramen distrcss ond fortunc, which alrcadv is vory great. I especiallv‏ 
forbid that funds of the party, tac Sj. or of the public in general be usc.‏ 
for fcstivitics cnd similar aotivivicse It would be irrosponsivlo to use this‏ 
rnonoy, port oí which comes fron the pennics of our poorost citizens, for‏ 
corouscs. Tho luxurious Staff | Ho adquarters in Berlin, where as we have‏ 

now found out, thoro had becn oxpondituros up to 30,000 Norks monthly 
banquets ctc, is to be dissolved imuciately. I thereforc forbid all perty 
offices the erg of soc^lloa banqucts and dinners poid for by any 
public funds, I forbid all s'ertv and S. lenders to participate in banquets 

of that Sort, The only exceptions oro those instences where participation 

is an o9 ation to tho state, for which in first lino the Reich sresiacnt 

is mg Se and also the Forcign : OEP bor; I forbid all Si. loaders and 
all arty icadcrs in general bs ‘ive soccllod diplomatic dinners. Tho Si

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5, I do not want S. loaders to go on duty trips in oxponsivo liuousinos 
or sous ticas. nor have them uso cfiicial funds to buy thosc, The sam 
ruling applics tə leaders of the political vrganizations.

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Prohibition of nassing criticism requires an exemplary person. 
conducts Errors can always be excused, but not a bad conduct. SA leaders, ther. 
fore, whose action in the eyes of the public is unworthy, men who are 0 
or who are responsible for excesses, are tc be removed from the SA without cone 
iceration. I held the superior offices responsible for the action to be taken. 
I expect of the state offices that the punishments in those cases will be beau? 
than those of non national socialists. The national socialist leader, and espe- 
cially the SA leader should have a special position amonz the people. He thore- 
fore has also greater duties e 


Te I demand of all SA leaders to aid in keeping the SA a neat and clean institu 
tion and to fortifv it. I especialiv wish that everv mother can give her son t 
the SA, the Party and Hitler youth, witnout fearing that he mizht be spoiled 
there either ethically or morally. I therefore wish that all SA leaders sec to 
it that any violation according to paragraph 175 is answered imnedietly with 
the exclusion of the culprit from the SA and the Party, I want to see men as 
leaders cf the SA, and nct repulsive apes. 


8. I demand of all SA leaders that they answer my loyalty with their own and 
that they support it through their own. But I especially demand from them that 
they seek power in those ficlds that belong to us and not in fields which bo- 
long to cthers. 

I especially demand of every SA leader, however, that in his conduct he displ: 
an open and unconditional loyalty and fidelity towards the armed Forces of th 
Reiche 


9. I demand of every SA leader not to require more courage and sacrifice fror 

his subordinates than he himself is ready to give at any time. I therefore de 

that through his conduct and through the treatment of the p: plets property wi 
which I have entrusted him he prove that he is a real leader, friend and comra 
I also expect of him to think in his own unit more hizhly of the virtues than 

the numbcr. 


10. And I expect of you as Chief cf Staff not to forget the old loyal party 
member, the old fighter in the SA, I do not wish an upshoot cf thousand 
unnecessary, but expensive staffs and I want that promotions are not sc much 
based on abstract knowledge but on a bern ability to lead anion lin. proven 
loyalty and sacrifice. I have in my Si a tremendous staff uf most loval and 
we-l behaved followers. They conquerred Germany, and not the smart 
Lato. omera of the year 1933 and later, 


ll. I want the SA man to bo educated both montally and bodily as an educated 
NationaleSocialist. Only in the ideological bond with the Party lies the singu? 
strength of this organization. 


12. I want obedience, loyalty and comradeship to prevail as a basic princi le, 
and just as every leader requests obedience from his men, so dc I want of the 
SA leaders respect of the law and obedience of my order,

But the question is? 


Could all the Wrong which Occured be Noticed in the Third Reich‘ 


Did the public become aware of an even greater fraction 
of the frightful atrocities in concentration camps, of the 3 
of deported forced laborers, of the wholesale deaths on prison: 
transports, of the cruelties at interrogations, of the atrocitie 
in occupied territories, of the sadism of the guards etc,? 

In the followin ohapters we shall see how courageously and ener: 
ally popes, bishops and priests protested against any wrong of 
which they learned, in diplomatic notes, in Joint and individual 
pastoral letters, in blazing sermons, in detailed memoranda 

and sinilar ways, This suggests a priori the suppositi 
that these men did not Fenonstrete against the afore-mentioned 
atrocities for the simple reason that they just did not 
know about them, And other people knew just as little and e 


less of these crimes, This can be shown in detail and proved

fet eight years I collected everything that could be learned 
of National-Socialist laws, decrees, police measures, news 
concerning injustice, violence, infamy, crimes, blasphemies, 
persecution of the church, murder etc. Hundreds of pages of th 
book "The Persecution of the Catholic church" which was 
mentioned in the beginning and which was published in 1940 
were tuken from my collection, It will carry more weight if 
I give the assurance that: "As far as atrocities in concentrat 
camps und crimes in the occupied territories are concerned I | 
could practically learn and pass on nothing," 


In the concentration camp of Dachau I met Englishner 
(Stevens, MaeGrath), Frenchmen (Bishop Gabriel Pigu: 
von Clermont-Ferrand, General Delestraint), Italians 
(for instanee General Santo Garibaldi, Colenello Ferrero, 
Minister Cini end Tamburini and others), Dutchmen 
(former Minister of Yar van Dyk), Belgian s (Louis), 
Poles (Count Zamoiski), Norwegians (Bjoern 
Hanson, owner of a ship-yard, Klaveness), Bulgarians 
(editor Tomaleusky), ۲ o u go و‎ 1 a ۲ 8 (Pepovic) and other 
forelgners, Most of them could not tell us muck, in many cases 
only how they themselves had fared in prison and in other cam 
they sppke very little about events in their countries, As 
far as I can remember, Bishop Piguet told us only of ti 
sad fact thet of a transport of about 2 000 French people who 
went from Compiegne to Dachau in the hottest summer weather 
with the windows closed, only about 800 arrived in Dachau 
alive. Colonel Ferrero told us of reprisals which wer 
thken against his own family in Italy and also of the fact th 
in Trieste soap had been prepared from the corpses of th 
murdered people, Another Italian, by the name of Tamburini, 
described to us the horrible revenge which the SS, despite al, 
promises to the contrary, took against a village near Arézzo 
vien a few SS men had been shot or wounded bv strange parti- 
sens (in other words not by men of the village). This on the 
whole was nbout all these citizens of countries occupied by t 
Germans could report to us of outrages of a greater extent; 
and they certainly would have told us more if they themselves 
had known more: because they knew thit they could have com- 
plete confidence in us, as we were imprisoned just on account 
of our anti-Nazi convictions and activity and did godd things 
for them wherever and whenever possible, 

Therefore, I may draw the conclusions 

"If despite thks good relationship with the various foreigner: 
we learned so little of the atrocities in the occupied countr' 
how much less will the people outside the 

c mp have heard about them," 


Silence concerning the Concentration Camp, 

Incidentally, we made a similar experience with regard to the 
happenings in the concentrat İi Ge camp itself, 
Here, too, care was taken most anxiously/make sure that asmuc! 
as possible remain secret. And everyone who was released had 

to sign a decluration to the effect that he would not say any. 
thing about the camp, Thus, it is understandable that before ! 
was arrested in 1941 a few persons who had been released from 
the concentration camp did come into my office, but not to gi 
ne any information, but almost in every case to obtain support 
One noticed how unpleasant any question about conditions ang 
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experiences in camp was tc them, However, cne was embarrassed cneself when 
scme cf their cwn acecrd began tc tell scmething, because cne did nct knew 


whether they vere sent by the Gestapc as agents. Indeed, nc means was tcc 


bad fer the Gestapc t: get pecple they did nct like intc their net ond kil

Fer instance, up tc teday I cculd nct make quite sure whether experiments 
with the tearing cff cf legs were alsc made in Dachau by the nctcricus 
Dr, Rascher., àt first I thcught that I had tc take this as a fact, as the 
scurce cf the infcrmaticn and the special circumstances spcke fcr its veracit' 
hewever unbeiiev2ble the thing seemed in itself, Fer a certain time namely 
SS-Hauptsturmfuchrer Csterhus wis a priscner in the bunker with us. After his 
releise ho visited us 2 ccuple cf times, Cn -:ne cf these cccasicns he cnco 
said that he had met Dr. Regher in the sriscn cf the SS barracks in Freimann 
and that he had fcund him very depressed, Rascher t^ld him that he was afraid 
cf being "liquidated" by Himmler because he did nct want tc centinne tho 
experiments, Himmler had crderod, with phlormen ccntaminaticn, cchd water, 
the tearing cff cf logs etc. I immediately interrupted with tho remark: 
"hat is this obcut the tearing cff cf le_s? We have never heard bf that 
befcre." Ustcrhus answered: "fell, logs were tcrn cff and benes were breken 
with special mochenical centrivance in crder tc see what wcunds were made and 
hew they cculd best be healed," Later cn I repeatedly asked a priscner whe 
mcvod rcund 2 let in the camp, - he wos called Wilhelm Visintainevr 
cr "Kchlenkl^u" whether such experiments had really been mado. Visintainer 
answered this gqucsticn in the 2ffirmative ond then talked at length cf a 
machine which had worked in jerks. Dr. Reschor himself had explained tc him 
that he hd been trid tc make these experiments py Himmler in crder t: find : 
new mcth:ds cf hcaling such injuries and frret shen they cccurred am-nzst 
the wehrmacht pors:nnol. He = Visintaincr - hi: sclf had twice seen such 
experiments when he wis werking in the garden cf the experimental staticn. 
The chief surge:ns, cf c:urso, did nct know anything ^bcut it, in fact they 
had nc admittance t- the experimental staticn witocut normissicn from Himmler. 
Visintaincr alsc m:de tho same statement as witness at the Dachau trial. But 
cthoropris:nors (Ullmann, Lenz, Carls) whcm I abe ouosti:nod abrut the actual 
truth cf these experincats — they were even werking in the sick bay, sc, they

in 2 pesiticn tc knew/abcut it than anybedy else — these had nz knewledge cf 
it, and thrught the matter tc be altcgethor imprcbables What is true new? Wb: 
wculd have dared talk abcut these experiments ;utside the comp? Even if 2 
church auth:rity had ever received inf:rmatiun cf it, wzuld it in view of tho 


ecntradicticn?hsave been able tc take any cffidal step? 
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Thus, I myself was arrested in February 1941 nct because 1 myself 

had passed <n news tc: fcreign ccuntries, but cnly because ancther 
perscn reprrted something iz the Cathclic Press Bureau in Breda, Helland, 
which was never tcld tc me; that perscn allegedly reférred tc me in crder 


tc prcve the reliability cf the infcrmaticn.
